9. Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
J P 7-144150. 

JP 7-144150 discloses a centrifugal separator, comprising a cylindrical bowl 6 
having a conical lower end 6a with an opening 5a; the bowl 6 rotatable via motor 9; a 
piston assembly including a conical piston 14 coupled to a piston actuator 20, the piston 
14 being disposed within the bowl in tight-fitting relationship with the inner surface 
thereof as seen in the Figures; the piston actuator being operative to move the piston in 
a reciprocating fashion in the bowl 6 to scrape accumulated solids from an interior 
surface of the bowl; the piston and the actuator being coupled together as seen in the 
Figures below:
